US FIGHTING 


MEN NEEDED 


WASHINGTON' fAP> — Presi­ 
dent Johnson said Friday Con­ 
gress and the nation over­ 
whelmingly support his position 
on Viet Nam — a stand, he said, 
that will have to be bolstered 
with more U.S. fighting men. 
“There will be additional men 
needed and they will be suppli­ 
ed.” Johnson said. He would not 
discus* the number of troops 
who might join some 200.000 
Americans now in South Viet 
Nam. But he indicated there ar# 
no present plans for a substan­ 
tial troop buildup. 
Johnson said also there is no 
need now for a callup of mili­ 
tary reserves. But he offered no 
long-range forecast on that. 
“I see at this moment no re­ 
quirement for reserves,” he 
aaid.And Johnson said he sees no 
conflict between his policy in 
Viet Nam and those prescribed 


by witnesses who have testified 
before the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee. 
“No one wants to escalate the 
war. No one wants to surrender 
and get out,” he said. “I don't 
see that there's any great dif­ 
ference.” 
• • * 
He offered this assessment of 
opinion in Congress and the na­ 
tion:“I think the country over­ 
whelmingly supports the posi­ 
tion we have taken. I belies1 e 
that the members of the House 
and Senate do likewise.” 
Johnson said again he hopes 
to repeat the just-concluded 
Honolulu summit conference 
with South Vietnamese leaders, 
probably in June or July. 
He did not say definitely that 
he would return to Honolulu. 
But he said such, a conference 
would not be held in Washing­ 


ton.Johnson and the Vietnamese 
leaders met to chart courses for 
continued opposition to the 
Communists while attempting to 
combat illiteracy, disease and 
hunger in the troubled Southeast 
Asian nation. 
He suggested June or July for 
the next meeting, 
. • • • 
Johnson also said that more 
troops will be sent to Viet Nam 
as they are needed, but “we 
have no present plans” for mov­ 
ing in a substantially greater 
number of men or calling up 
Reserves. 
He said he was in no position 
to give figures. 
The President talked with a 
throng of reporters at an infor­ 
mal session in his oval White 
House office, set up on 30 
minutes notice. 
He announced a string of ap­ 


pointments Including that of 
Robert H. Fleming, Washington 
bureau chief of the American 
Broadcasting Co. to become 
what in effect will be the new 
White House press secretary. 
Fleming will have the title of 
deputy press secretary, Johnson 
said, but he will be his personal 
press secretary, and reporters 
can call him press secretary if 
they wish. 
Bill D. Moyers will continue in 
a role he never has relin­ 
quished, that of special assist­ 
ant to the President with a 
broad sweep of activities and 
responsibilities. He carried on 
some of these activities while 
holding down the job of press 
secretary. 
Johnson disclosed a letter he 
said he received Thursday night 
from Indira Gandhi, the new 
prime minister of India, saying 
she would liks to come to the 


United States as soon as possi­ 
ble to confer with him. It was 
understood that this might he 
sometime in late March or in 
April. 
As for the Dominican Repub­ 
lic's latest uprisings and trou­ 
bles, Johnson told newsmen 
that, “Oh, yes, I'm concerned, I 
deeply regret what has taken 
place there. I hope the president 
w ill be able to bring peace there 
as quickly as possible, la m fol­ 
lowing it very closely.” 
Rioting has accompanied a 
new crisis in the Latin republic 
this week. 
Johnson was asked whether 
there has been any change in 
the war or peace picture since 
the resumption of bombing of 
North Vietnamese targets. 
"I just don't know how to an­ 
swer that question,” Johnson 
replied thoughtfully. “I just 
don't know.”

PLANS NOTED 


FOR BUILDUP 
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27 VIET CONG 
SLAIN BY US 
CAVALRYMEN 
SAIGON, South Viet Nam. 
ÍAP) — U.S. Air Cavalrymen 
killed at least 27 Viet Cong in 
central highland valleys Friday 
and Infantrymen found the 
bodies of 94 in an area 25 miles 
east of Saigon that had been 
churned up by bombers, 
The air and ground actions 
swelled recent losses of the 
Communists that an American 
spokesman «aid were their high­ 
est of the war.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mail 
reaching Chairman J. W. Ful* 
bright of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee is reported 
running about 30 to 1 against 
escalation of the war in Viet 
Nam.

The writers 
mainly object either because of 
the fact they are being held at 
ail or to the manner in which 
they are being conducted,” the 
memo said. 
Fulbright concedes it is likely 
that his mail normally would 
come most heavily from thosa 
who support his course. 


Before the hearings were re­ 
cessed Thursday, for the week­

Fulbright

“There has been come criti­ 
cism of the committee for hold­ 
ing hearings at all.

I^LOUD masses boiled above the Cascade

mountains and rain came down. 
TTirough the night, the Great Northern’s 
* Train No. 25. going from Spokane to Seattle, 
* crept on up the steep grade until it reached 
* the eastern portal of the Cascade tunnel. 
Here a heavy snow slide blocked its path. 
While men swarmed out with shovels, an* 
other slide rumbled down to block its retreat. 
Early on the morning of February 22, 
1910, the violence of the storm had in* 
creased and small avalanches darted 
down the slopes like scouts sent out be* 
fore the main mass of an army. 
Charles Andrews, an engineer sleeping 
r jn a nearby bunkliou.se, sprang from his bed 
X and ran out into the stcrm. The train sat 
solidly on its track. 
Suddenly he stopped and stared upward 
toward the slope. The whole mountainside 
’ seemed to be moving! 
An immense slide—acres upon acres 
of trees, snow, rocks—was mov ing slowly 
downward. Then with a roar it swept 
down and like a mighty hand picked up 
the train and swept it into the abyess 
below, buried under tons of snow. 
For a moment. Andrews stood in. stunned 
helplessness. Then he roused other men to 
the impossible task ahead. 
Twelve hours later, to the astonishment 
of the rescuers, they had dug out 17 persons 
—alive! 
Andrews said: “ When we started we were 
sure it was hopeless, but the only thing we 
could do was dig, and keep digging!’* 
Nothing is more discouraging to a man 
than the feeling of utter helplessness! Every­ 
one at some time or another has felt as 
though he was up against a stone wall! 
When an avalanche of misfortune over­ 
whelms a man, the greatest danger he faces 
is this feeling of futility and helplessness. 
That’s why a great many lives have been 
afflicted with the creeping paralysis of 
“ What's the use?" 
But often when he “digs into" his situation 
he finds life and hope he never dreamed 
could exist!

A really successful, man is one who has 
tried instead of cried; who has gotten under 
the burden instead of evading it! 
A teacher, trying to illustrate persever- 
ence to her pupils, asked: 
|g “What is it that carries a man along 
rough roads and up hills and dowm through 
jungles and swamps and raging torrents?" 
There was silence, and then Tommy, 
whose father was an automobile dealer, 
y said:“Miss Smith, there isn’t any such 
car!”

The World Council of Churches 
elected Dr. 
Eugene Carson 
Blake of the United Presby­ 
terian Church in the U.S.A. as 
its head Friday. He immediately 
called for increased efforts to­ 
ward the unity of Christendom. 
He also pleaded for “recon­ 
ciliation across all the divisions 
of our world." 
Dr. Blake was named general 
secretary of the World Council, 
an organization grouping 214 
Protestant, Old Catholic, Ortho­ 
dox and Anglican, churches in. 
more than 80 nations. He re­ 
places the founder of the organi­ 
zation, Dr.. W. A. Visscr’t Hoof: 
of Holland, who is leaving office 
after 18 years. 
Dr. Blake. 59, executive head 
of the United Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S.A., and lead­ 
ing figure in civil rights move­ 
ment, directed his first words, 
after being chosen, to the 
council’s unity moves with the 
Roman Catholic Church. 
* * * 
“The primary thing is the 
movement under God for the 
unity and renewal of the church 
for its mission,” he told the 100- 
member policy making Central 
Committee which elected him. 
"This mission includes a min­ 
istry of reconciliation not only 
of God and man and of confes­ 
sional and church divisions but 
also a reconciliation across all 
the divisions of our world—divi­ 
sions caused by geography, cul­ 
ture, race, poverty, affluence, 
ideology, sin and fear which, 
unless reconciled by the gospel, 
will prevent world peace and 
' ever threaten world disaster." 
Dr. Blake’s election to head 
the council drew1 immediate ap­ 
plause from two representatives 
of the Vatican attending the 
meeting as observers. 
“We are greatly pleased with 
Dr. Blake, he will certainty 
have our prayers," said the 
Rev, Jerome Hamer and the 
Rev. John F. Long. “We Roman 
Catholics are also confident that 
with Dr. Blake we will continue 
to share that same spirit of loy­ 
alty, frankness and understand­ 
ing which characterized our re­ 
lations with Dr. Visser’t Hooft." 
* * • 
After naming Dr. Blake, the 
Central Committee convened to 
study reports of the second. Va­ 
tican Ecumenical Council as 
part of a continuing drive to 
bring about unity of the two 
churches. Dr. Lukas Vischer of 
Switzerland, who attended the 
Rome council as a Protestant 
representative, described it as 
“the beginning of a new era in 
the life of the church." 
But Dr. Vischer underlined 
major 
problems 
separating 
Catholicism and Protestantism. 
“The council did not solve the 
problem of how the churches 
are to live in one fellowship. 
The Roman Catholic Church 
and the World Council of 
Churches stand beside each oth­ 
er without its having become 
clear how the ecumenical move­ 
ment, which is one, can be ex­ 
pressed as one,” he said. 
“The question of four recipro­ 
cal relationships will probably 
have to accompany us for a 
while without being solved."

Londoner Well Off . .

★ THE LONDONER who own* his own 
home, car, and television is considered to 
be fairly well off. According to the govern­ 
ment, there is a housing shortage of about 
500,000 units in the nation. The prevailing 
interest rate on home mortgage loans is 6'« 
percent per year, and the recent United 
States Federal Reserve hike in American 
prime interest rates has led to much talk of 
7 or 714 percent mortgages in the near fu­ 
ture. 
The cheapest new' cars I have seen ad­ 
vertised cost $1700. Of course, this is the 
price of the smallest, stripped-down model 
on the market. 
A 19-inch black-and-white television set 
costs $180 here. Most families rent sets for 
between $1.14 and $1.65 a week. There are 
three channels available to London viewers, 
BBC 1, BBC 2, and one independent (i.e. 
commercial) station. The BBC hopes to in­ 
troduce color television by late 1967 or 1968. 
(Many Britons have asked me when color 
broadcasts are going to begin in the United 
States.) SLV 
• • a 
THREE aspects of British life that 
are, 1 suppose, the main components of 
the “image" this island projects to tbe 
United States are British weather, 
British food, and British reserve—the 
unwillingness of a Briton to express emo­ 
tion or feeling. 
To a veteran of nearly a acore of 
Pennsylvania Winters, tbe rigors of 
London’s hibernal climate seem greatly 
exaggerated indeed. Last month the 
city was bit by a blast of cold air that 
drove evening temperatures down to 21 
degrees, their lowest level in 35 months. 
The memory even had the effrontery not 
to rise above freezing on two successive 
days! Many Londoners complained bit­ 
terly about the long cold spell. 
The indoor clime leaves something to 
be desired, in my opinion. Britain is 
stiti largely a country of tbe open fire­ 
place. '‘Electric fires"—high-resistance 
electric coil heaters that give off heat at 
they glow red hot—are also very com­ 
mon. Central heating is just begin­ 
ning to come into its own; new homes 
are still being built without it. . * 
• • • 
* THE SITUATION is further complicated 
because this country still does not generate J 
enough power to satisfy its needs. With the 
cold weather upon us, we are constantly ex­ 
horted by the Minister of Power not to use 
gas or electric appliances unnecessarily. The 
manufacturers of these appliances curtailed 
their advertising campaigns in order to help 
restrain demand for power. 
British food deserves its well-earned 
reputation. Outside of hamburger and fried 
chicken, most meat dishes served in the 
student frequented restaurants and univer­ 
sity run cafeterias here are so tasteless as 
to be virtually indistinguishable from one 
another. Vegetables are usually overcooked, 
mushy, and tasteless. Even when one or­ 
ders that old standby fish and chips (I.e. fish 
and French-fried potatoes), a dish which 
celebrated its official centenary last month, 
he is likely to be served food that was pre­ 
pared hours before and has been kept in a 
food warmer. Sandwiches also are very 
disappointing here. The normal British 
sandwich consists of two slices of buttered 
bread separated by one thin slice of meat, 
cheese, fish, or egg filling. . .

BEFORE I left home I read and 
heard that the British are very difficult 
to get to know. When I arrived in Lon­ 
don’ the chairman of the foreign stu­ 
dents reception committee at the Lon­ 
don School of Economics, a Pakistani 
fellow, warned me that although there 
is no better friend in the world than an 
Englishman, it Is so difficult to be­ 
friend one of them that it is not worth 
the effort. . .

# UNFORTUNATELY, 
my 
experiences I 
have borne out these words of warning, es­ 
pecially in the case of Southern English stu­ 
dents. Northerners, Scots, and Welshmen 
are much more approachable and friendly. 
I have been told that my experience projects 
an accurate picture of the peoples who in­ 
habit this island. 
The Southerners tend to look down their ; 
noses at their Northern, Scotch, and Welsh 
compatriots as “forward and pusby.** One 
Southern student actually bragged to me that 
his family had lived next door to the same 
people for two years before they had spoken 
to their neighbors.

I have found my experiences 
in this regard to be the rule rather than the 
exception.

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — In­ 
mates at the U.S. penitentiary 
in Atlanta are volunteering for 
service in Viet Nam, even 
though a law providing for such 
duty expired at the end of World 
War H. 
Warden O. G. Blackwell said 
Friday several hundred such 
requests have been made, most 
jly to President Johnson and the 
U.S. attorney general’s office. 
"These requests have appar­ 
ently been sincere, but there is 
no way it can bo done,” Black- 
well said. "The requests have 
gone via letter from the inmates 
direct to Washington.” 
Blackwell said mail from in­ 
mates to the President and the 
attorney general’s office is not 
opened, although routine mail is 
censored. 
Would the warden recommend 
the inmates bo sent to Viet 
Nam? 
"Well, you would have to take 
each case individually," he 
said. "Some of them., I believe, 
would make excellent fighting 
men." 
But he reminded that prison 
inmates paroled to draft boards 
during World War II were used 
in noncombatant units. 
Blackwell said he doubted 
that feelings about Viet Nam 
had anything to do with recent 
unrest in the prison, in the form: 
of intermittent hunger strikes. 
The more than 2,000 inmates 
were confined to their ceils and 
all but essential work curtailed 
for about a week because of the 
hunger strikes which began 
Feb. 4.
